encourage the growth of their 
ranks. 


Mayor William Slothower, we 


note, has issued a proclamation 
which embodies some noteworthy 
phrases. He sajs, "In every city 
and town, in every rural commu- 
nity of Illinois, in this our own 
city of Dixon, we know the nurse. 
We know and honor her as help- 
er, as friend, as teacher, as com- 
forter—a protector of the health 
of our people. 


"Since it is of the utmost im- 


portance that all of us support 
the profession of nursing as a 
bulwark of health in our com- 
munity, let us remember .Na- 
tional Nurse Week not only as a 
time for tribute, but as a time 
for 
action; joining with the 


nurses we, honor to make good 
nursing care available to all the 
people of this city and this 
state."

It seems to us that Dixon is par- 


ticularly endowed with fine nurses. 
It has been estimated that almost 
300 registered nurses axe active in 
their profession here. At the Dixon 
State School they are employed as 
directors, supervisors and in gen- 
eral staff capacities. Registered 
nurses are employed at KSB hos- 
pital as administrator, director of 
the school of nursing, director of 
nursing s e r v i c e s , supervisor^, 
teachers and on the general staff. 


Add to those, a substantial 


number employed in the Public 
Health Department, as school 
nurses, tuberculosis nurse, office 
nurses, those in industrial plants, 
prhate duty nurses, and those 
engaged in nursing homes and 
one sees how important it is for 
11* to support that great pro- 
fession. 


It is no afterthought to mention 


the KSF" school of nursing where 
each year a substantial number 
of qualified nurses emerge to take 
their place in the service of hu- 
mankind. Presently there are 42 
students enrolled at KSB. 


Make it a duty then to honor our 


nurses, not as the cardboard figure 
of recruiting posters, but as one of 
us who is trained to work for the 
health in our community.

The FTC said, in announcing 


the complaint, it was a followup 
to the economic study of the coffee 
market made by FTC last spring. 


In its report on this study, the 


?TC said last July that the sharp 
ncreases in coffee prices during 
1953 and early 1954 "cannot be 
explained in terms of the competi- 
:ive laws of supply and demand." 


A complaint issued by the FTC 


s answerable before the commis- 
sion itself. In the normal course, 
a hearing is held and the com- 
mission then makes a decision as 
o whether the charges have been 
substantiated. 


If it decides the charges aie 


true, the commission can order a 
defendant to cease the alleged il- 
legal practices 


"Agreement on Action"

charges that there "was 
agree- 


ment, understanding and planning 
common course of action" among 


the exchange, its members and 
the clearing association "to re- 
strict and restrain" contracts for 
the trading in coffee for future 
delivery, and also the actual buy- 
ing and selling of coffee itself. 


It further charges that an agree- 


ment permits "futures trading only 
in Brazilian coffee of certain spec- 
ified grades shipped from a lim- 
ited number of Brazilian ports to 
the port of New York."

"may have been ostensibly avail- 
able on the exchange, they have 
been so prepared, constructed and 
construed as to limit actual deal- 
ing" to the type of tiading con- 
tract objected to by FTC, the com- 
plaint says. 


Limited Trading

CHICAGO UP)—Widespread 


flooding in the wake of a rec- 
ord six-inch rain partially 
paralyzed Chicago today, dis- 
rupting routine for hundreds 
of thousands and jolting the 
city's vital commerce and in- 
dustry. 


No one knew for certain the dol 


lar loss to business as water fron 
the choked Chicago nver spilled 
into basements and sub-basements 
stopped rail traffic at Union Sta 
tion, cut power output and thre\v 
scores of thousands out of work. 


Thousands of householders in the 


city's south and west sections, anc 
in suburbs were marooned as lakes 
were spawned throughout neigh 
borhoods 


Transport Crippled 


City transport was 
badly crip- 


pled by flooded underpasses which 
necessitated rerouting of bus anc 
auto traffic. Outside the city, high- 
ways were cut by flood waters 


The 32-hour ram which began 


Saturday evening had pelted the 
city with 621 inches of rain early 
this morning when it stopped. Un- 
official measurements in some lo- 
calities indicated as much as 10 
inches of fall 


Other torrential rams dealt dev- 


astating blows to communrtres in 
northern Illinois and northern In- 
diana during the weekend. 


Surprisingly, only one death oc- 


curred which appeared to have re- 
sulted from the flooding in the Chi 
cago area. Patrick McNichols. 51 
was found lying in three feet of 
water 
in his 
fJboded basement 


apartment apparently the victim 
of a heart seizure. 


Loop Hit Hardest 


The bulk of the damage lesulted 


from the over-brimming of 
the 


Chicago river in the area just west 
of the loop. There, water spilled 
into the basements and sub-base- 
ments of the Union Station, inun- 
dating tracks and bringing opera- 
tions of four railroads to a halt. 


Water also impeded opera^ons 


at the Dearborn station 


The flood also poured into the 


sub-basements and basements of 
the Chicago Daily News building, 
soaking stored newsprint and ma- 
chinery, and into the works of two 
large Commonwealth Edison power 
generating stations,

Ride CoatUils 


In a presidential election year, 


when a party's candidate wins the 
White House through his own wide 
popularity, a number of his par- 
ty's candidates for Congress ride 
in on his coattails. 


Eisenhower's sensational victory 


in 1952 has 
been credited with 


sweeping his Republicans into con- 
trol of House and Senate although 
even at that they barely made it 
in both places. 


[ But, since this is a mid-term 
election and Eisenhower's 
name 


i won't be on the ballot, they'll have 
to depend on themselves, their par- 
ty's record and such help as the 
party and Eisenhower can give 
them. 


Knowing 
their 
edge 
in 
both 


houses is paper-thin, thev know 
also that traditionally in a mid- 
term election the party controlling 
Congress loses strength. 


Can't Afford To Lose 


They can't afford to lose much 


this year without losing control of 
Congress. 


Nine times in the 10 mid-term 


elections since 1914 the party with 
a majority in the House lost some 
seats. The exception was 1934 when 
the Democrats picked up strength. 
President Roosevelt, elected two 
years before, had just begun to 
get his New Deal rolling, 


Three times in those 10 mid- 


term elections the party control- 


; ling the House lost control of it: 
the Democrats lost it in 1918 (Dem- 
ocratic President Wilson was in 
the White House); the Republicans 
lost in 1930. in the last half of 
Republican 
P r e s i d e n t 
Hoov- 


er's term; and the Democrats lost 
it again in 1946 when Democrat 
Harry Truman was president. 


Lose Eight Times 


Eight times in those 10 mid-term 


elections the party controlling the 
Senate lost seats and twice lost 
control of the Senate altogether. 
in 1918 and 1946. 


Eisenhower long ago, it seems, 


made up his mind that while he 
would make a few speeches this 
year to help his Republicans he 
would do it in a general way. na- 
tionally.

And if he skipped 
a state, the Democrats there no 
doubt would say he deliberately 
skipped because he didn't think 
much of the candidates. 


Fears Repudiation 


If he went into a state where 


the Republican candidate was sub- 
sequently defeated, the Democrats 
could interpret that as a repudia- 
tion of Eisenhower himself. 


Eisenhower faces the chance of 


that same interpretation by the 
Democrats nationally if. after he 
repeatedly asks the voters to re- 
turn a Republican Congress, the 
Democrats win.

HELPS FOR SEWERS ... 


Few of us are blessed with per- 


fect figures so that no altering of 
the patterns we use jn making our 
doilies is necessary. 


If you know what your specific 


figure fitting problem is. it is much 
easier to correct the pattern to fit 
you than it is to wait unil the dress 
is cut out and then to try to pro- 
duce a trim well-fitting garment. 


If your problem is a waistline 


that is too small for the size of 
your hips, check your own waist- 
line measurement with that of 
the 
pattern—divide excess by 


four and take nut one fourth in 
each part. Make a slush in the 
skirt and then take a tuck. In 
ready-made garments, put two 
tucks at the waistline or some- 
times the extra material can be 
cut off at the sides. In the bodice 
you may have to put in extra 
darts. 
If many of your dresses have a 


wrinkle under the arm it is prob- 
ably due to too much shoulder 
slope. Fit the neck first and then 
take up more at the shoulder arm 
line and none at the neck edge. 


A smooth- fitting garment will 


not have wrinkles or unintentional 
folds. If yours do, try ripping the 
seam nearest the wrinkle and push- 
ing the excess material into the 
seam or make the wrinkle into a 
dart.

OREGON—Most of us forget that selfishness is as natural in little 


children as unselfishness is admirable in adults. We forget that no 
child is born into the world generous, wanting to shart his things and 
wait his turn. 


Understanding and practicing un- 


selfishness is a difficult, complicat- 
ed process that takes many years 
of living to absorb. The natural and 
deeprooted desire to possess is a 
good trait. First comes an appren- 
ticeship of owning, then the more 
difficult job of sharing. 


So let your child own things. Al- 


low him the satisfaction of calling 
them "mine." These things that 
are his very own need not be expen- 
sive as children find just as much 
delight in owning the simplest 
things. 


Let the child be the one to de- 


cide whether or not he is going 
to give up his toy to his brother 
or sister or playmate. Because if 
you take his toy away to give to 
another child, you are simply 
demonstrating in a vivid fashion 
that his things can be and are 
taken away — that they are 
"yours" and not "his." 
When a squabble begins to brew 


over the use of a possession, offer 
a substitute. Say to the child, 
"Let's see if we can't find some- 
thing nice for Bobby." It makes it 
easier on everyone if you can have 
two of some of their favorite toys 
so that sharing is unnecessary. 


You should respect your child's 


rights of private property. Don't 
ask him to share his things when 
there is danger that they may be 
broken or lost by another child. 


You must be very fair when you 


are called upon to settle a dispute. 
Don't use "who had it first" as 
the only solution for7 all wrangling. 
And don't always take the guest 
child's side merely because he is 
company, or give way to the small- 
est in the family or the newest in 
the group. 


Remember that learning to know 


and like other children comes be- 
fore learning to share. Help your 
child enjoy being with other chil- 
dren. Help him to see that playing 
in groups, that using things togeth- 
er is fun, and that sharing and tak- 
ings turns will add to his fun. 


We know that some children are 


ready to share sooner than others. 
But if your child has greater dif- 
ficulty in sharing than other chil- 
dren his age. try to find the cause. 
Perhaps he does need more affec- 
tion and attention. Perhaps you've 
never given him the chance to 
really own. Perhaps he hasn't had 
the 
opportunity 
to 
play 
often 


enough with other children. Try to 
find the cause so that he'll be bet- 
ter able to share. 


Foods and Digestion 


How often have you heard the 


statement that 
fried 
foods 
are 


hard to digest. Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, 
a distinguished physiologist, con- 
ducted an experiment using four 
men and one woman to see if this 
were true. 


These persons were fed potatoes 


that had been french fried in a lay- 
er of fat two inches deep at 396 de- 
grees F. for four minutes. The po- 
tatoes absorbed *i tablespoon of 
fat per 100 grams. Tests were then 
made to determine the length of 
time required to digest french fried 
potatoes. 


Dr. Ivy then fed the group boiled 


potatoes which had one tablespoon 
of butter added per 100 grams just 
before eating, and then tests were 
run to find the time required to 
digest them. 


Dr. Ivy also fed the group pan- 


fried potatoes which had absorbed 
one tablespoon of fat per 100 grams 
and made tests again. 


His conclusions after making 


all three tests several times on 
the same group was that there 
was practically no change in di- 
gestion rate of the potatoes pre- 
pared any of the three ways. 
It Is the amount of fat that is 


eaten with the food that makes it 
harder to digest, not the way the 
fat is added. If fried foods are al- 
lowed to stand in fat for too long a 
period of time they will continue 


so that I can do a better job ot 
helping them and bringing them 
information suited to their needs. 
Last week I was a guest of th« 
Scott unit at the home of Mrs. 
John Scholl in Lindenwood. 


While there she served us some 


cookies that she had made. Ev- 
eryone wanted her recipe so 1 
thought I'd pass it on to you. This 
is not an inexpensive cookie to 
itiak« because, it cunlaiiis nuts, 
dates, and candied cherries. But 
it is fancy enough fare to serve 
as a dessert anytime. I had 
thought that I would save the 
recipe and give it nearer the 
holiday season but 1 can see no 
reason why you should deprive 
dad and the children of this treat 
now and you can still make them 
at Christmas time. 
They are called Cherry Winks. 


This makes about 5 dozen cookies. 


Cream \ cup shortening with 1 


cup sugar. Acid 2 eggs and beat 
well. Then acid two tablespoons 
milk. Sift together 2'4 cups flour, 
which was sifted before measuring, 
with 1 teaspoon double acting bak- 
ing powder, ^ teaspoon soda, and 
U 
teaspoon salt. Add this 
to 


creamed mixture and blend well. 
Lastly add 1 teaspoon vanilla. 1 
cup chopped pecan.1:, i cup chopped 
dales, and '.-. cup candied cherries. 
Crush 3 cups corn flakes — roll 
them as fine as you can. take a 
level teaspoon of the cookie dough 
—more if you want larger cookies 
—and roll it into a ball. Then roll 
the 
ball 
in the 
crushed 
corn 


flakes. Flatten ball somewhat with 
the palm of your hand after it is 
placed on a greased cookie sheet. 
Bake in a 375 degree oven for 10 
to 12 minutes. 


And finally eat them and see if 


you don't agree that they are delic- 
ious.

Settlement at Trieste 


The signing of the accord between Italy and Yugoslavia 


over the Trieste area after nine years of wrangling must be 
put down as one more significant diplomatic achievement for 
1954. 


This is the year, we must recall, in which the nagging 


controversy between Britain and Iran over oil was settled, 
the Egyptian crisis was solved by the planned withdrawal of 
British troops from Suez, and—for better or for worse—ac- 
tive fighting was ended in Indo-China. The latter may be 
rated an accomplishment only in the narrow sense that it 
brought a halt to bloodshed in a region that had seen far too 
much of it over eight long years. 


But the other events were clearly a great credit to the 


western diplomats who brought them off. So it is now with 
Trieste, the free territory that has been occupied jointly since 
World War II by Yugoslavia on the one hand and British and 
American armed forces on the other. 


Last year, in hope of forcing an agreement, British and 


U. S. units were announced as withdrawing arbitrarily from 
the city of Trieste and the so-called Zone A, with Italians 
to take their place. The result then was that the Trieste 
issue boiled high and hostilities were threatened between 
Italy and Yugoslavia. Thereafter, the western powers began 
patiently again to bring the two rivals together, though all 
negotiations up that time had failed dismally. 
*

This time, perhaps by some alchemy born of Yugo- 


slavia's increased estrangement from the Soviet world and 
association with the West, the effort succeeded- Under the 
agreement. Italy gets the city and all of Zone A except a 
small strip. Yugoslavia retains Zone B, which it has contin- 
uouslv occupied, and gets the strip as well. 


Yugoslavia will have full access to the port of Trieste, 


while the 3000 Italians in the so-called Lazzaretto strip can 
return, if they wish, to Italian-controlled soil. Minority 
rights are guaranteed in both zones. 


Within the next three weeks, 4000 American and 3000 


British soldiers in Zone A will be pulled out. in favor of the 
Italians. Only, this time no trouble is expected. 


Without wishing to subtract any measure of credit from 


those who solved this problem and helped rub out other sore 
spots this year, one oupht to note that a roughly similar pat- 
tern followed World War I. At the conclusion of general 
fighting a number of secondary conflicts either continued 
or arose, but all were ultimately settled.

The difference was that they did not drag on so inter- 


minably as did these post-World War II disturbances. Evi- 
dently, however, it is a natural thing for such conflicts to 
erupt in the unsettled atmosphere of general war and its 
aftermath. 


What is important, plainly, is not to assume that the 


condition is permanent but to apply diplomacy doggedly and 
without letup to seek solutions. The year 1954 will be re- 
membered as one in which the international air was consid- 
erablv cleared of the fog of dispute. 


The successes are especially remarkable in light of the 


fact that the Soviet Union and its friends have fought per- 
sistently to keep the world's sore spots raw and bleeding- 
The Trieste outcome, like Iran and Egypt (though not Indo- 
China) is a defeat for Russia.
